First, a confession. 


With a family history stretching back to the first settlers 
of Otago, Southland and South Canterbury, | have a soft 
spot for the Kingz. 


On this side of the Tasman, that's considered treacher- 
ous. Perhaps even treasonable. I'd rather to see it as a 
strength. 


My own background has given me an insight into what 
the arrival of the Kingz means not only to New Zealand, 
but fo a sport which has been downtrodden for too long. 
Anew era beckons on the cusp of the new millenium. 


The last time | lived in New Zealand, the All Whites had 
qualified for their first, and only, World Cup. But while 
those were heady days indeed, the excitement was only 
ever going to be fleeting. And so it proved, although the 
recent Confederations Cup campaign suggests the na- 
tional team may have turned an important corner. 


he Kingz, however, represent a real chance to leave a 
lasting impression. Over the course of the next eight 
months, they have the chance to put soccer on the back 
page, week in and week out. Soccer in New Zealand has 
never had such an opportunity. 


fo those responsible for creating the country’s first pro- 
fessional soccer team, there is a debt of gratitude. All of 
you here on this historic night should understand that a 
reat deal of risk has been taken. 


Above all, the key ingredient for the venture to succeed 
is a sense of unity. From Whangerei to Invercargill, the 
soccer community needs to demonstrate its support. 


If the Kings thrive, then so does the sport. There is a 
dividend awaiting everyone who loves this great game 
of ours. In New Zealand, it’s been a poor cousin for too 
long. 


That is not to say, of course, that this loyalty should be 
unquestioning. Everyone in the ground tonight is effec- 
tively a stakeholder, to varying degrees. That gives you 
the right to voice your concerns. Constructive criticism is 
vital if the Kingz, as a team and an organisation, are to 
grow and mature. 


But petty rivalries should be left at the gate, and over 
the next 90 minutes the support should be loud, and 
unswerving. If the Kingz are to make an impact in their 
debut season, then North Harbour needs to be an in- 
timidating arena for the visiting teams, starting tonight 
with Carlton. 


Wynton Rufer looks fo be an inspired choice as coach, 
not least because he can still be influential as a player. 
And within the financial constraints he has had to con- 
tend with, he has recruited well. 


While many of the names are familiar to the domestic 
audience, some are not. Dino Mennillo and Robbie 
Middleby are huge talents, Marcus Stergiopoulos would 
get a start in most other NSL clubs, and Levent Osman 
has been involved in the Australian Olympic (under-23) 
team. Importantly, all of them have various points to 
prove, 


Asa club, the Kingz also have some points to prove over 
here. It is fair fo say there remains substantial resistance 
to their inclusion in the NSL - notably from the tradi- 
tional ethnic-backed clubs who view their arrival as a 
threat. 


The hackneyed argument that having the Kingz in the 
league will also help the All Whites knock off the 
Socceroos - by virtue of giving the national team players 
quality competition each week - also continues to do the 
rounds. 


The real story is that the Kingz bring another profes- 
sional dimension to the league, and with it access to an 
untapped market over nearly 3.5million people. In my 
eyes, the positives far outweigh the negatives, but the 
reality is the Kingz still have a lot of convincing to do. 


Much will depend, as always, on how the team fares. 
n Australia, the Kingz have virtually been written off 
before a ball has been kicked. Those who have bothered 


to take a closer look will see a squad with plenty of ex- 
perience and more than a little flair. 


fonight marks the start of an exciting journey, one which 
- hopefully - will establish a New Zealand presence in a 
league which, after more than 20 years of under- 
achieiving, finally looks to be heading in the right 
irection.
